A  two-horse  load  of  vegetables  every 
day*  worth  fifty  dollars.,  from  three  and 
a  half  acre*  of  ground.  A  £arm  of 
thirty  -fivo  acre*,  three  and  a  half  acres 
in  market  garden  truek,  ten  acres  In 
seeds,  a  small  pateb  of  strawberries,  tho 
halaiice  in  orchard  and  the  usual  fans 
crop*;  gross  sale*  laat  year  $7300! 
This  in  hrief  describes  the  farm  and 
fainting  operations  of  Theodore  F. 
Baker,  a  young  fanner  of  Cumberland 
county, ^N.  J.    Mr.  Baker  was  rai*ed 

farm  hut  went  to  tho  city,  became 
clerk  and  finally  traveling  salesman 
with  a  good  salary.  Failing  health  in- 
duced to  return  to  Ids  old  home  and 
take  charge  of  the  larm.  He  restored 
health  and  established  husincss  which 
return*  a  profit  equal  to  three  times  hi* 
former  salary.  Hero  is  an  examplo  for 
ambition*  yonng  men  to  study,  who 
think  farming  a  dull  and  unprofitable 
business. 

Mr,  Baker's  soil  i*  not  naturally  very 
rich.  It  contain*  sand,  loam  and  some 
clay.  There  are  thousands  of  acres  in  the 
State  just  as  good,  that  doe*  not  yield, 
with  the  cultivation  it  receives,  12  bu- 
shel* of  wheat  or  30  bushel*  ol  corn  per 
This  wo  beliove  is  no  exaggera- 
tion. Last  year  Mr.  Baker  raised  as 
a  second  crop  after  early  cabbage,  400 
bushel*  of  peerless  potatoes  on  one  acre. 
We  saw  a  few  huahels  of  them  in  hi*  cel- 
They  might  easily  b«  mistaken 
for  cobble  stones.  Thoy  wore  almost 
as  smooth  and  about  t  jo  same  size. 
They  were  planted  on  tho  Fonrth  of 
July. 

It  may  be  supposed  that  Mr.  Baker 
bas  somo  wonderfnl  secret  by  mean*  of 
which  he  is  enabled  to  raise  such  crops, 
as,  and  hero  it  is  in  his  own 
"By  high  manuring  and  thor- 
ough tillage,  one  ean  produce  crops 
me  to  two  weeks  ahoad  of  others, 
and  being  of  good  quality,  owing  to 
qnick  growth,  they  And  roady  sale,  at 
prices  that  return  a  good  profit." 

What  he  calls  high  manuring  is 
applying  50  loads  of  stable  manure,  (he 
ad  as  much  as  100  loads,  )  or  25 
loads  of  etahlo  manure  and  ono  ton  of 
fino  bone,  or  of  phosphate,  to  tho  acre. 
When  he  applies  only  commercial  fertil- 
izer he  uses  1  1-2  tons  per  aero.  If 
did  not  misunderstand  him,  ho  has 
pplicd  as  much  as  2  tons  of  fine  bone 
Br  acre.  While  this  seem*  to  be 
large  qnantily  it  is  hut  a  small  fraction 
more  than  ounce  to  tho  square  foot. 
He  uses  largely  of  bone  meal  bnt  does 
not  confine  himself  to  that,  bnt  uses 
guano  and  the  different  brands  of 
fertilizors  sold  in  the  market.  A  com- 
bination of  his  own  ha*,  bo  says, 
given  results  equal  to  tho  best  brands 
of  fertilizer*.  It  is  as  follows:— -25 
bushels  of  hen  mannrc,  400  ponnds  of 
cotton  seed  meal,  400  ponnds  of  plaster, 
400  pounds  of  bone  meal,  400  pounds 
mlpbate  of  potash,  and  10  bushels 
ot  marsh  mnd  or  muck.  This  will 
make  abont  1  1-2  tons

at  tho  ridge  of  tho  roof.  Tbore  is  just 
sufficient  light  admilted  to  keep  the 
top*  nice  and  green  and  growing.  Tbo 
root*  aro  packed  solid  on  tho  floor  in 
oarth,  hut  the  tops  arc  separated  hy 
boards  set  on  edge  every  six  inches. 
This  secures  moisture  for  the  root*, 
darkness  for  tho  stalks,  and  ventilation. 
It  blanches  nicely,  docs  not  heat  or 
rust,  and  continue*  to  grow.  Water 
is  supplied  to  the  root*  when  required. 
No  frost  penel  rates  the  walls  and  the 
celory  can  be  marketed  at  any  season. 

Tho  plant*  are  raised  in  the  beds 
from  which  tho  early  lettuce  and  cah- 
hago  are  takon..  Thoy  arc  set  the  last 
of  July  or  first  of  August.  After  ma- 
nnring  tbo  gronnd,  a*  wo  have  men- 
tioned, it  would  he  folly  to  let  it  lie 
idlo.  Mr.  B.  is  aware  of  this.  Ho 
showed  us  ono  plot  from  which  he  was 
taking  June  19th,  his  second  crop. 
He  planted  beets  in  March  and  W  the 
same  timo  sowed  spinach  seed  broad- 
cast. The  beet*  needed  cultivation 
bnt  once  before  tho  spinach  was  ready 
for  market.  This  waa  done  carefully 
by  means  of  a  wheel  hoe  without  rot- 
ting off  more  than  two  inches  of  spi- 
nach on  each  side  of  the  row.  The 
spinach  returned  a  good  profit  withont 
interfering  with  the  beet*.  The  latter 
would  be  out  of  the  way  hy  July  and 
the  ground  ready  for  a  third  crop. — 
[Farm  Journal.

Stable  manure  Mr.  Baker  spreads 
broadcast  in  the  fall  or  winter  on  a 
plowed  surface.  Fertilizer*  are  sown 
broadcast  after  tho  plow  and  harrowed 
He  rarely  pnt*  any  in  tbo  hill  or 
drill ;  he  docs  not  believe  in  hill  ma- 
nuring. After  carefully  testing  for 
four  years  the  result*  from  stable  ma- 
nure alone,  from  a  combination  of 
stable  manure  and  fertilizer,  and  from 
fertilizer  alone,  bo  ascertained  that,  on 
his  soil,  the  combination  of  the  two 
produced  the  earliest,  largest  and  test 
paying  crops  of  vegetables. 

By  thorough  tillage  Mr.  Baker 
means,  running  a  mole  subsoil  plow 
the  beam  in  the  furrow  after  the 
common  plow.  It  may  be  well  to  say 
for  the  benefit  of  some  larmers,  that 
he  don't  hury  the  manure  a  foot  below 
the  surface  aud  throw  the  subsoil  on 
top.  That  is  exactly  what  he  does  not 
do,  aud  what  no  thinking  farmer  docs. 
He  means  hy  thorough  tillage,  the 
complete  preparation  of  the  soil,  killing 
the  weeds  before  tbey  make  their  ap- 
pearance above  the  surface.  This  be 
does  at  all  hazards  and  no  matter  what 
the  cost,  for  in  the  end  it  is  a  great 
saving.  Hi*  5  acres  of  onion  sots  were 
good  illustration  of  hi*  thorough  cul- 
ture. The  seed  was  sown  in  rows  14 
inches  apart,  tho  rows  being  about  2 
inches  broad.  Here  was  a  fino  chance 
for  weeds,  hut  in  walking  across  one 
ond  of  this  pateb  we  did  not  see  one 
weed!  After  every  rain  the  ground 
was  stirred  all  over.  Twenty  oxtra 
bands  are  pnt  into  this  five  acre  field, 
and  more  if  needed,  aud  they  stay  there 
until  the  work  is  thoroughly  done, 
course  a  man  who  keeps  a  crop  of  on- 
ion set*  clean  will  not  allow  weeds 
grow  anywhere  else. 

Much  ef  the  hoeing  is  done  by  the 
very  haudy  wheeled  hoes  now  for  salo. 
A*  an  example  of  their  utility  wo  may 
etate,  that  the  day  beforo  our  visit,  this 
patch  of  onion  set*  bad  been  cultivated 
hy  lliroc  mcu  with  wheeled  hoes 
day.    Those  who  handlo  these  hoes 
constantly  become  very  oxpert  in  their 
use.    Mr.  Baker  bas  a  bouse  on  pur- 
poso  for  storing  onion  set*.    He  has 
had  in  it  as  high  us  2700  bushels  at 
ono  time.

Cranberry   Culture  In 
Massachusetts. 

Cranberry  culture  is  very  rapidly  in- 
creasing in  the  counties  of  Barnstable, 
Plymouth  and  Bristol,  especially  in  the 
two  first  named.  It  was  commenced 
less  thin  half  a  century  since,  hy  an  old 
gentleman  in  Harwich,  who  prepared  a 
small  bog  and  set  ont  tho  vines.  The 
experiment  was  called  "Small's  folly,*' 
the  cause  of  no  end  of  ridicule  ; 
hnt  the  old  Cape  Codsman  stuck  to  his 
scheme,  reclaiming  swamp  after  swamp 
each  year,  till  he  demonstrated  it*  ontiro 
and  his  "folly"  found  plenty  of 
imitator*.  In  spite  of  frosts  aud  worms 
hi*  profit*  wero  in  many  season*  almost 
fabulous,  amounting  sometimes  to  150 
per  cent,  upon  his  Investment.  The 
son  of  this  pioneer  in  the  hnsiness  is 
pursuing  his  father's  work  with  all  of 
tho  old  man's  enthusiasm  and  pluck, 
and  with  the  benefit  of  his  experience. 
Cape  Cod  cranberries  wbon  plncked 
from  tho  wild  swamps  and  bogs,  were 
the  best  in  the  market  and  commanded 
the  highest  price.  The  soil  and  climate 
of  the  Cape  are  favorable  to  their 
development  and  growth.  Bnt  cul- 
tivation baa  added  greatly  not  only  to 
the  quantity  hut  quality  of  tho  fruit, 
hich  tbore  are  now  two  varieties, 
the  small,  almost  black  berry,  which 
mature  early  and  so  usually  escape  the 
frosts,  and  a  large  light-colored  berry, 
which  is  a  great  favorite,  bringing  now 
five  dollars  a  bushel. 

The  present  season  has  not  been  a 
favorable  one,  and  the  crop' will  not  he 
moro  thau  half  what  it  usually  is  ;  hut 
the  increased  price  will  richly  compen- 
sate tho  cultivators  aud  stimulate  to  an 
increase  of  acreage.  The  business  is 
cost  of  $17  I  vet  ,n  'ta  Infancy,  and  there  is  hardly 
any  assignable  limit  to  its  growth. 
Southern  Massachusetts  bos  tbonsauda 
of  acres  of  laud,  admirably  adapted  to 
cranberry  culture  and  fit  for  nothing 
else,  so  situated  as  easily  to  be  flowed 


by  natural  streams  or  from  ponds  ;  and 
these  acre*  are  attracting  attention  ol 
cranberry  (growers.  Companies  have 
been  and  are  being  formed  to  utilizo 
these  lands,  and  the  stock  of  such  cor- 
porations is  better  for  such  investment 
than  that  of  hanks,  railroads  or  mines. 
True,  the  crop  has  been  regarded  as  an 
uncertain  one,  and  tbe  berry  bos  its 
frost*  and  worms.  But 
Yankee  wit  and  invention  is  greatly 
lessening,  and  may  destroy,  tbeir  power 
of  mischief. — New  Bedford  Mercury.

A  Kinship  Knot  Untied. 
A  cose  of  considerable  general  inter- 
est ha*  lately  been  decided  hy  the  law 
court  in  Maine  as  to  who  arc  tbe  legal 
heirs  of  an  unmarried  minor  who  leaves 
no  relatives  nearer  than  grandparent* 
uncles  and  aunts.  In  1882  a  little  girl 
named  Bcssio  Vosc  died  in  Washing- 
ton county,  leaving  some  proporty. 
Her  parents  woro  already  dead  and  she 
had  no  hrothors  or  sisters.  Tho  pro- 
perty was  inherited  from  her  father, 
and  tho  decree  of  tho  prohate  court  or- 
dered it  paid  to  her  lather's  fathor. 
From  this  decision  the  maternal  grand- 
parent* appealed,  claiming  that  this 
decision  wa»  according  to  English  law, 
which  is  not  binding  here.  After  pro- 
tracted litigation  tho  case  finally  reach- 
ed the  law  court,  and  it  has  boon  decid- 
ed that  tho  proporty  shall  be  equally 
divided  betweon  the  three  grondporouts 
now  living,  and  tho  case  has  beou  re- 
manded to  the  prohate  court, 
said  that  this  is  tiio  first  case  of  the  kind 
and  a  that  ovor  came  before  the  courts  of  the 
i»  provided  lor  I  state.— fLewistoo  Journal.

Wherever  a  crop  u  takon  oft",  it  will 
be  a  great  gain  to  man  ore  and  plow  or 
spade  the  land,  leaving  it  rongb  during 
the  winter.  All  such  work  as  making 
paths,  laying  drains,  etc.,  is  more  ad- 
vantageously douo  now  than  when  the 
press  of  epring  work  is  at  band.  If 
new  frames  are  needed,  or  straw  mats, 
or  crates  for  marketing  produce,  or 
gardon  labels  are  required ;  ii  implo- 
monts  are  to  be  mado,  repaired  or 
bought— whatever  can  be  dono  in  the 
present  months — will  save  much  valu- 
ahlo  time  in  spring-  Now,  all  through 
the  winter,  add  everything  to  the  n 
urc  pile  that  will  decompose  and  increase 
its  hnlk  and  valne.  Among  tbo  pro- 
paratious  for  spring  is  tho  picking  out 
into  cold  framos,  tho  cabbage,  cauli- 
flower and  lettueo  plants  from  scods.  It 
is  important  to  set  the  plants  of  cabbage 
and  cauliflower  down  to  tho  first  leaf, 
so  that  the  stem,  tbo  portion  most 
rapidly  injured  by  freezing,  may  bo 
covered.  Tbe  sashes  should  not  be  put 
over  the  plants  until  there  is  danger  ol 
severe  frcozing  weather.  Othor  frames 
should  be  mado  for  vory  early  lettuce. 
The  soil  is  to  be  spadod  and  onriched 
aud  made  ready  for  planting,  and  the 
frames  thon  filled  up  with  leaves.  If 
there  are  shutters  at  baud  to  aovcr 
them,  all  the  bettor.  Earth  is  often 
wuntcd  lor  hot-beds,  seed  boxes,  etc., 
at  a  time  when  tbe  ground  is  still 
frozen.  Lay  in  a  good  supply  of  fine, 
rich  soil,  under  a  shed,  or  where  it  can 
be  had  when  needed. — Dr.  Thurber, 
in  American  Agriculturist  lor  Dec.

It  is  well  to  talk  about  making  homo 
bcautifUl,  but  it  is  quite  another  thing 
to  accomplish  it.

A  Trip  to  Southorn  California, 
We  left  South  Aolon,  Oct.  f  S,  at  about  hair-

After  making  a  *top  of  perhaps  half 
Las  Vegas,  fer  breakfast,  we  plnng- 
i  across  tbe  territory.  The  forlorn 
"burro*"  or  little  donkey*,  loaded  with  wood, 
the  large  flocks  ef  goat*  and  tbe  mud  bouse* 
the  walla  of  which  ware  reaplkodeet  with' 
strings  of  red  poppen  drying  In  the  sun,  all 
•erred  to  Interest  and  amuse  u*  In  turn.  Dur- 
ing the  forenoon  we  passed  "Starrat  ion  Peak," 
mountain  where  It  Is  said,  the  Indian*  drove 
band  of  ona  hundred  and  forty  Mexicans 
id  kept  them  there  until  they  died  of  alarra- 
enandlhlnt  Th*  train  went  quite  alowly 
sometime*,  giving  u*  Tory  good  views  of  the 
country.  One  place  In  particular  near  tbe 
uloriott*  Pass  aud  the  Apache  Canon  wa* 
grand  In  th*  extreme.  The  rooky  wall*  tower- 
ed high  on  either  side  while,  lu  the  narrow 
apace  between  them,  eur  train  threaded  It* 
.tbe  war  of  the 
rebellion,  a  sharp  fight  took  place  between  the 
United  Stale*  force*  and  a  band  ef  marauder* 
from  Texas.  Near  here  we  saw  a  load  ef  gen- 
covered  fenr-horse 
emigrant  wagon. 

On  ene  et  the  hone*  rode  the  hare-headed 
hrave,  while  inside  the  wagon  ear  tho  squaw. 
Both  waved  coolomptneualy  at  the  train,  as 
though  they  were  disgusted  with 
even  that  alght  ef  driUzatlon  Intruding  en 
their  native  grounds.  Bnl  a  mnch  nicer  view 
ef  these  Pueblo  Indian*  waa  obtained  at  W al- 
io the  middle  et  the  afternoon  the 
train  stopped  fer  dinner  and  supper  In  ene. 
Hero  the  Indian*  wore  posted  trying  te  sell 
Some  had  pottery-ware, 
others  had  small  bits  of  minerals  and  a  till 
another  had  a  basket  ef  grape*.  They  were  a 
itrange  looking  set  Bar*  armed,  bere-bcadod 
and  with  their  hair  hanging  wildly  abont  their 
itolid  brown  face.,  they  formed  a  ourioua 
picture.  One  old  woman  to  particular  could 
eaatly  lead  eee  to  think  ef  "Macbeth'*  witchea' 
or  "Old  Meg  Morrille*."  A  story  was  circu- 
lated to  the  car  that  one  ef  Ibe  Indians  toeing 
young  lady  with  her  hair  banged  to  tho 
present  style,  laughed  aiid  pointed  to  his  own 
which  was  arranged  to  the  same  way. 
Whether  Ibis  Is  true  or  net  It  is  a  fact  that 
Pueblo  Indians  wore  their  hair 
baugnd.  After  leering  Wallace  we  *aw  an 
Indian  village  oo  the  banks  of  the  Bio  Orando 
r  and  from  this  time  until  nearly  sunset  we 
evidence*  of  either  them  er  the  Mexican 
Oroaaoxs.  At  Albuquerque 
mrilizodlife  again.  A  Uttiepaik  near  the  de- 
pot and  the  (troet*  lit  hy  elee'rie  lights  would 
forget  that  he  wa*  to  New 
Mexico.   At  Ialeta,  hewarer,  abont  a  dozen

face  turned  skyward.  On  the  opposite  aide  of  tho 
track  were  the  high  peaks  where  this  Apache 
chief  Cochiie,  used  te  watch  for  the  emigrant 
wagons.  In  this  region  there  has  beet. 
Indian  fighting  than  in  any  oilier  part  of  Ari- 
zona. At  Benson  we  came  to  tbe  quarantine 
which  is  kept  up  to  guard  against  yello  w  tever 
to  particular.  In  tbls  part  ot  tho  Territory 
was  where  we  saw  the  cactus  at  Its  beat  Some 
varieties  looked  like  bat  tree*.  Some  grew 
straight  np  abont  thirty  foot, 
up  liko  old  *tump*  eut  ef  which  shot  the  fuzzy 
light  green  arms  to  quantities.  During  the 
aftornoou  a  ahewer  paxsed  through  ' 
tains  and  we  had  a  beautiful  aigbt  afterwards 
to  a  rainbow  arched  over  the  peaks. 

We  had  auepor  at  tho  Porter  House,  Tucson, 
and  then  plunged  agaiu  In  the  wilds,  seeing 
nothing  of  mneh  apeclal  Importance  during  tho 
romainddr  ef  the  d*y, 

Suodsr  morning  we  woke  to  the  "Golden 
State"  and  after  leaving  Indlo,  where  we 
breakfasted,  tbe  elenda  began  te  thlcirou  up  as 
though  It  might  rain.  During  tbo  early  morn- 
ing we  paased  through  another  dmcrt  and  oei 
Impreasieus  of  beanlifnl  California  wore  shaker, 
However  when  tho  tnln  bad  crawled  orer  thU 
desert,  signs  ef  Uf*  wore  obterred.

HOW  A  MAN  WALKS. 

Ono  of  tbo  most  remarkablo  things 
abont  a  man's  walk  is  the  diagonal  move- 
ment which  chacacterixas  it  The  reader 
may  imagino  the  hands  and  feet  to  farm 
the  four  camera  of  a  parallelogram,  and 
tho  diagonal  limbs  are,  of  coarse,  tho 
right  arm  and  left  leg  and  tbo  left  am 
and  right  leg.  By  diagonal  moTement 
we,  therefore,  intend  to  convey  t 
that  U10  diagonal  limbs  daring  1 
ban  always  swing  in  tho  same  direction. 
A  soldier  on  parade  keeps  his  arms  mo- 
tionless by  his  sides,  and  on  no  account 
most  they  be  allowed  to  vibrate.  This  ia 
not  what  ho  would  nsinrallj  do  if  left  to 
himself.  Watch  any  ono  person  oat  of 
of  tho  hundreds  walking  along  tho 
streets,  and  it  will  be  seea  that  ho  in- 
variable swings  his  arms  as  ho  goes 
along,  perhaps  to  an  extremo  degree  if 
ho  be  a  rustic,  and  leas  so  if  town  bred, 
Tho  arms  awing  by  tho  body  like  a 
conplo  of  pendnlas,  and  with  a  speed 
which  entirely  depends  upon  tbo  rato 
at  which  ho  may  be  walking.  Tho 
athlete,  anxious  to  oomplete  the  given 
number  of  "laps"  in  a  ratio  or  ooaple  of 
miles,  and  outstrip  his  competitors, 
swings  bis  arms  to  and  fro  with  a  quick- 
uetss  which  corresponds  with  tbe  motion 
of  bis  swift  feet ;  tho  business  man  also 
swings  his  arms  with  a  motion  whioh,  if 
not  so  quick,  exactly  times  with  tho  mo- 
tion of  tho  legs ;  and  even  the  idlo  man 
about  town,  lounging  along  somo 
fashionable  quarter,  rmconsciously  gives 
a  slow  motion  to  his  arms  whioh  oor> 
rveponds  to  his  tardy  legs,  Jfow,  if  tho 
motion  be  even  carelessly  observed,  it 
will  bo  found  that  tho  right  arm  swings 
forward  at  tho  samo  timo  as  tho  left  leg, 
and  when  the  right  log  is  advancing  it  is 
tho  left  arm  whioh  aooorri panics  it.  This 
is  tho  natural  gait;  and,  to  convince  otto's 
self  lhat  it  ia  so,  it  is  only  requisito  to 
get  a  friend  lo  walk  across  tho  room 
in  tho  opposite  fashion,  L  c  to  swing 
tho  right  arm  forward  when  stepping 
ont  with  tho  right  leg,  and'  then,  in  tha 
samo  manner,  when  bringing  forward 
the  left  leg  to  accompany  it  with  tho  left 
arm.  Such  a  gnit  is  both  unnatural  and 
uncomfortablo  to  tho  person  who  trios  it, 
aud  also  ludicrous  to  tho  observer  who 
watches  a  first  attempt  of  the  kind.  Tho 
diagonal  movement  of  tho  limbs  is  the 
natural  method  adopted  by  man  when 
walking,  and  it  is  the  first  and  uust  ap- 
pnrent  fact  that  ono  njcxatains  in  study- 
ing human  locomotion.

Brockton 
is  a  city  and  has  a  population,  one 
half  of  which  in  entrances  would  fill 
the  treasury'  of  the  fair  and  crowd 
their  grounds.  The  city  is  surround- 
ed  with  large  towns  well  populated, 
while  Marshfield  is  thinly  settled  and 
ihe  same  may  be  said  of  the  towns 
about  it.  Money  spent  for  extra  at- 
tractions at  our  fair  is  hence  a  poor 
investment,  if  the  days  are  stormy  the 
crowd  will  not  go.  If  it  is  pleasant, 
the  crowd  will  go,  if  nothing  but  the 
usual  attractions  are  presented.  We 
cannot  expect  the  prosperous  seasons 
a  or  twelve  years  ago,  when  then 
the  admissions  were  some  fiooo. 
while  this  year,  and  a  prosperous  year, 
only  about  $1:00.  Brockton  fair  was 
its  infancy  then,  and  did  not  draw 
much  from  us,  nor  did  Hanson.  Now 
both  of  them  divide  with  us  and  our 
attendance  has  lessened  proportional- 
Cut  down  the  expenses  in  every 
direction,  and  let  our  energies  be 
ipent  in  getting  up  a  grand  Agricul- 
tural and  Horticultural  show,  and 
people  will  not  fail  to  come  to  see  it, 
if  the  weather  is  pleasant.  There 
must  be  a  radical  change  somewhere, 
else  the  society  wdl  get  aground 
every  year,  and  that  is  as  sure  as  fate. 
To  keep  her  afloat  the  board  must 
strike  out  boldly,  cut  right  and  left, 
s  every  successful  man  would  in  his 
jto  husiness.  But  then  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  no  change  will  be  made,  the 
same  old  board  is  elected  year  after, 
year.  Clever  fellows,  who  could  re- 
voting  for  them,  as  they  sat  about 
the  polls  on  election  day,  with  up- 
turned faces  filled  with  anxious  long- 
ings for  a  fond  recognition,  and  a 
sweet  return  for  another  year.
